CmoAOO, Oct. 20.— Chicago's Audi 
torinm, th« gmtflst assembly hall of the 

continent ddaoovprnd by Christopher 
CoInmboB, was ablaze with light and 
beauty last nic;lit. L(jvcly women were 
there, women wliose presence would 
create a forore at a drawing room in 
Bnckingham pala(;o, presided over by 
Ite Tenenble Victoria Regina, women 
in toilets that wonld pttt to shame the 
greatest creations of a Worth. Anc 
there were men — mer wlio liave made 
their imprint mi tht< history of this and 
other nntioiiH, siatcmien and diplomats, 
warriors that have faced the dusky toe 
in the jtmn^ and tried conclusiuns 
with the eMOiy on th« biiny deep, men 
of letters and of law, of seienoe and of 
. art, merchant princi'H, wliose early s 
tell Gtories of 'toil ami i)overty, aiul wiio 
Ktand today as gigantic UKjiiiuayiits of 
the opportunities atforded to energy and 
independMlo* lUdir tlto flag of • flM M- 
I)ublic. 

Patriotism was the animatlve mottvo 
of the occasion and the event, lore and 
exaltations for native land, the tribute 
of the four hundred to an event that has 
dignified the preeent metropolis of the 
weat and futnzo n)«tropolis of the repub- 
lic. For the awemblage in the 'Honeur 
of last night was eiaentiaUy a private 
affair. Bo far as the offldal prooram of 
dadiqatiou week was conoemea it had 
no xooognition beyond the formal en 
. donement ot the committee on cere- 
mottiea of the world'a Columbian ezpo- 
■ition, an endorsement that carried with 
it neither financial liability or reeponsi- 
bility. A thousand or more of the lead- 
ins citisens of Chtoafo wfre the hosts, 
S,000 or more ORdMtfBmWied women 
and men of the oivfliMa nationa of the 
earth the gueita. 

Aa a aoaal fonotion there wasan effer 
vaicence of patriotic fervor on the part 
of the ruling element of th^ Qaraen 
dtf, it was perhaps the most notable 
•vent, so far as sooiety was coacemed 
in bar entire history. It was anight 
that all of the fortunate partidpants and 
Boattbljr many of the onfortanate non 
partiolpants will long remember. That 
IB, providing they evtr forget. 

It wasasosnaof almoet indescribable 
brillianoe that preaented itself to the vis 
ion of the vice president of the United 
filitea when, at 9-M o'clock to the mo- 
ment, leaniiuf upon the arm of Preddent 
B. N. Hlginbotham, of the world'a fair 
directory, be appearei upon the floor of 
the ball room. The brilliant hues of the 
buntiiu( seemed to struggle for recogni- 
tion with the raya of the electric lights.

Washington, Oct. 'JO.— Captain M. A. 
Healy, U. S. B. M., in a long report to 
the secretary of the treasury, dated 

Unalaska, Sept. 25, of the cruise of the 
steamer Bear in North Arctic waters 
says that the station promulgamate<l the 
order projected at tne department anc 
Buccobcied in latradnoing rdndear in 

Unalaska. 

In giving a detailed account of the 
cruise of the revenue steamer Btiar ( "a]) 
tain Healy says that the aiinuiil visit ni 
the vessel to northem Alaska has now 
become the time for the adjUHtiuent of 
the differences of dl kinds, the starting 
of new enterprisee ud tho correction of 
various abuses. 

Captdn Hedjr says this season has 
been particularly open, and nearly the 
entire wbding fleet had gone east of 
Point Darrow when the Bear sailed 
south. The schooner May D. Hume 
made the extraordinary catoh of thirty- 
nine whales diiriu'.^ the spring. The es- 
tablishment of the refuge station at 
Point Darruw, with its constant supply 
of provisions, Im:. encouraged whalers 
to go farther north and into mf>re i)roHt- 
able plaees in pursuit of their trade with 
the kni;wledg« that in case of accident 
they will not be left to the mercy of an 
Arctic winter without food or shelter 
Captain llealy says hi.^ efforts to i)re- 
vent the intioduction of spirituous liq 
uors were unusually Kuccessful despite 
the great extent of territory to l>e pa 
trolled, and is of the opinion that he has 
driven the licjuor t rathe out of tlie couu 
try. The Bear will assi.st the United 
States steamer Adams in guarding the 
sed islands until Dec. 1.

St. Lovn, Oct! M.— Twenty-two tde 
graph operators arrived here laat ids^t 
from Chicago en route to KaniaA City 

in rehponso to advertisements printed in 
papers of that city, offering railroad 
operators iK'niianeiit employment. The 
C'hicrt«o operators were joined at the 
deiMit here by tweiit> tlm;© St. Louis 
telegraphers and ttie entire party left 
for Kansas City. 

The agency that had the advertise- 
ment inserted is endeavoring to supply 
the vacancies caused by the strike on 
the Gulf , Colorado and Santa Fe branch, 
and, as over seventy-five oi>erators are 
sdd to have been sent south during the 
past two days, it is thought by tomor- 
row every vacancy oocadoned by Um 
strike will be filled. 

It is apprehended in this city that this 
action means a suspension of negotia- 
tions between the railroad company and 
the strikers. If this prove true, it is 
predicted that Grand Chief Ramsey, of 
the Order of Railway Telegraphers, will 
cdl out the whole Santa Fe system 
rather than let those on the Gulf branch 
of the road Icaa tha fli^

San Antonio, Tex., Oct. 80.— pie re- 
cent depredations committed ' by Mexi- 
can outlaws in Starr and other border 
counties have stirred up the peoi)le in 
that section, and the authorities are 
making strong efforts to capture the 
perpetrator<< of the outrages. 

Monday a band of them was discov- 
ered near the Palito Blanco ranoh, which 
is the home of A. Gonzales, the father- 
in-law of Catarina Garza. Ff)ur Texivs 
rangers, led by Captdn Toubio Ramerz, 
mane an attack on the bandits. Severd 
shots were exchanged and Ramerz was 
wounded. The rangers closed in on the 
outlaws and captured four of them. 

The prisoners were formerly members 
of Garza's so-odled revdutionary army, 
and have been leading the lives of ban- 
dita ever since that movement was 
fQueldwd.

West Wutrid. Conn., Got. 20.— Four 
hundred school children were seated On 

temporary aeata flfteen feet high, yestor 

day afternoon, rehearsing for the Colnm 
bus Day celebratinii on Friday, when the 
benches coUapse l and :M0 children fell 
to the tioor. Mimy recdvad 
liml)s, but none were killed. 

Eight hundred pupils with prind pd 
and teachers liad marched the streets 
with a drum corps for a marching drill 
and went to the rink to practice chorus 
singing of national airs for the big 
Columbus Day celebration. Temporary 
seats were erected in tiers to the height 
of fifteen feet to hold 1,(K)0 children 
They were being seated on the upper 
seats, and the first 400 had been seated 
when the five top rows collapsed. Three 
hundred children fell to tne floor in n 
heap, and the wreck and thdr screams 
caused a panic among the others who 
escaped, while severd women fdnted 

A crowd was quickly on the spot to 
rescue the children, some <k whom were 
pulled out with broken arms and legs 
and collar bones, or otherwise hurt, 
some bdng unconscious. All the town 
doctora were summoned, and many 
teams were pressed into service to take 
the children home. None were fatally 
hurt. The smallest children, those from 
five to twelve years of age, occupied the 
top seats, which had evidently been 
carelesdy constructed. 

The community is exdted and indig 
nant and there has been threats of lynch 
ing Carpenter Curtis while there are said 
to be many law suits in store for hitu 
The children were to be the principal 
future of the Cdumbus celebration, but 
the accident has greatly interfered with 
that part of the program.

INDIAMAFOLIB, Oct. 80.— State Printer 
Burford yesterday b^an with five 
p reaasa to print the hallota for the com< 
ing election and they will be run dght 
days before the work is complete. When 
the five presses complete the work ot 
printing the ticketo they will have con 
sunied twenty-three tona of paper. This 
paper was purchased weeks ago in or 
der to guard agdnst delay in getting 
the presses started in time. To guard 
agdnst poadble loss of the p^^r by tire 
Mr. Burford had it stored in three sep 
arate buildings. 

The 1,400.000 ballota, if thmr were 
pasted end to end, would reaoo a dis 
tanceof MS milee, or would streteh 
aoroaa Indiana from east to west about 
four and a hdf times. After the ballots 
have been printed they are counted 
three times by Steto Printer Burford's 
men, and careful inapeotlon ia made to 
see that all letters are jln podtion, and 
thflt no diatingniahing marna ax* being 
made.

If MM Major 
Oeaaiaatflna. 

WAsmiroTOir, Oct 90.— The annual 
report of General John M. Srhofield, 
major general commanding the I niteil 
States army, has been sent to Sei-retiiry 
Elkins. The report Iirielly reviews the 
part taken by I'nited .States trriups in 
suppressing trouble.s in Idaho and Wy- 
oming; says the stete of discipline and 
military instruction throughout the 
army is highly yatif-f.ictory, earnestly 
recommends that the regnl.ar tro()])s anil 
state militia l)e supi)lied with improved 
smdl arms; urges that no lapi*^ be al- 
lowed in the appropri;vt ions for neaciiast 
defen.'^es; suggests furitier barracks and 
stations aluii;^' the Atlatitic and gulf 
seabord t)e rejiaired and garrisoned, rec- 
omnieniling tlie preparation and .submis- 
sion of estimates for that pur])ose. 

General Schofield urges the pfvssage of 
ponding legislation providing for the re- 
iirgatiization of the artillery into seven 
re;,'inients, and for tho reorganizatii>n 
of the infantry arrangement so that each 
regiment shall consist of two or three 
small linttalions. 

The i)"st school"", he declares, have 
failed t<i reach the high standard de- 
sired The national guards are hetti-r 
disciplined and more reliable than ever 
beffire. A considerable increase in pay 
of non-commissioned officers is recom- 
mended. The Indian soldiers are en- 
tirely iatisfaotory.

He UeMiibeH IIU Visit to the WliltS 
Hoase WtJle ^ehaaoa was PresMeat, 
Um Vaataa Invasioa of Canada and Mv- 

' sral Other Bvents—S«rloua Aooideut la 
Hamburg— Bloody AITray* on the Islaad 
of Crete— Otli.T ForelKii New*. 

LoMiiiN, Oct. 20.— In the reniinis- 
ceiice.s of his earlier life, just published 
here. Dr. Le Caron, or Thomas I'hillip 
Beech, the British spy, who gave testi- 
mony on behdf of The Timee before the 
PhmU commiadon, statsa that, when 
he and Oenerd O'Neill were received at 
the 'White House in Washington by 
President .Johnson, the president told 
O'Neill that he sympathized with tiie 
Feinans and was willing to do all in his 
power to assist in the Fenian move- 
ment. 

"You must remember," sdd Pred> 
dent Johnson, "that I gave you full 
five days before issuing the proclama- 
tion stopping you. In God's name, 
what more do yon want? If you could 
not get there in Ave daya, by Gk>d, yoa 
could never get there. And thsn, as 
president. I was compelled to enforce 
the neutrdity laws or be denounced on 
every side." 

Le Caron describes the Fenian invaa- 
ion of Canada, showing how he became 
ac(iudnted with every man of any im« 
nortance connected with the movement. 
He says that only twice was he in any 
danger of discovery. The first occadon 
was when he incautiously todc' down 
the naipes of Fenians in his note book. 
He was denounced, tried and acquitted 
by his comrades. He resigned hu pod- 
tion in order to emphasiae his innocence, 
and was begged to remdn in the organ- 
ization. Aftar oonaidaraUa persuasion 
he relented and aaeorad a atronger pod- 
tion than aver. 

The ■acoiBd occadon was when 
he waa arrested in Canada as a 
Fenian, and only escaped the fury of the 
populace and discovery by making a 
clean breaat to the mayor of the plaice, 
who convayed him secretly out of the 
dty. 

Le Caron statca that aoma of the 
Feniana, suspecting one of hia govam- 
ment accomplices, Rose, aa a spy, 
thrashed Roee, while he (Le Oaron) waa 

obliged to applaud their actiona. 

Le Caron appears to have dona Su- 
able service to the British government 
in thwarting the Fenian invaders of 
Canada, and his revelations expldn 
many things not heretofore understood. 
Le Caron asserte that Pamdl bdievad 
in force aa the means of liberating lie* 
land. He says that in an interview 
with him Pamell confessed his balM 
that nothing but the force of arma 
would accomplish the final redemption 
of Ireland. jEIe went carefully into da- 
taila on the league's resouroea for an 
open movement of insurrection, ^and 
said they had £100,000 in the treasury. 
He discussed the position of home and 
American revolutionary organizations, 
and defended the American polUnr. "I 
parted with him by assuring nim that I 
would do all he wished." 

Le Caron gives an interesting account 
of the escape of I!gan from his British 
pursuers. In regard to ploto, he saya 
that the Clan-na-Oad's plans included a 
treaty with Russia, the manufacture al 
a sumnarine torpedo boat to inflict ter- 
rible damage on the Britidi navy; ploto 
to assassinate the queen; to kidnap the 
Prince of wdee, ana to rescue Midiad 
Davitt from prison. One plot was to 
blow up parliament by throwing bombs 
on the toble in front of the speaker. 
Another project waa to ateal the stone 
of Scone, which serves aa the seat of the 
coronation chair in Westminster Abbey 
on which the Scottish kings were 
crowned before the sacred stone was 
carried off by Edward I of England. 

In regard to the modem Irian Ameri- 
can agitator, Le Caron says: "Qoli is hia 
GK)d, his breviary and his beads. He at- 
tdns his ends by jobbery, trickery and 
delusion, of the meanest .and most de- 
spicable tjrpe. Hebravdyand bluster- 
ingly advocates desperate entwrprises 
from the aafe distance of three thousand 
milea." 

Le Caron says that Dr. Gktllagher, who 
directed the dynamite campaign. wat> 
often in parliamsnt, and, be heard, had 
been Introdncad to Mr. Gladatona. 

OhrlstlaM and Tarks richtlag. 
LoNDOK, Oct SO.— Advices from the 
Uand of Creto state that aerions afbaya 
have oaoa w ad there between the Christ- 
iaaa and Om Tnrks. In tha encounters 
rsporlad loar Ohrlatiana were killed and 
fourteen Turklah soldiers killed, beddes 
tweutv being wounded. Tha bishop of 
SpahUci obtuned a promise from the 
Turkuh governor,- Chevket Pasha, that 
the Cretians who had taken nart in the 
riots wonld not bemdested If they were 
wUUnctoaot paaoeably heroaftw. In 
vlolatloa of thia pronii8a,it is reported 
eight Cretiana ware saiaad and sent to 
ipoU and tha Chriatiaaa araanniag to 
demand their rdeaae.

A* the error waa found to be 
exactly three days In every 400 years, the Greg- 
orian calendar omitted the leap year from every 
centurial year excepting thote which were divls- 
oi.lo hy m. Thus the yoArlSOO, 1700 and ISOO were 
not l.'ap years. .\s above staled, xhl> reformaUon 
took placi- ill Tvsj. and ten (irty.^ were drojiped 
from lliit cnlcii'lar Hut a- Columbus discovered 
Anioridi previous to ilie yar xvtiicli, reck- 
oned liy tlic i.rcijoriau calcmlar, wouM not be a 
leap year, there would be but nine 'lays to omit.
